Oklahoma's Natural Resources. 
Oklah ma at the present time Im­ 
ports practically all of the manu­ 
factured articles used in the state. 
This is the natural penalty of the 
shortness of the 
time 
which 
has 
elapsed since the state was settled. 
Agricultural development always pre­ 
cedes the devolpment of the m anu­ 
facturing interests. 
However the 
time 
has 
arrived 
when these conditions should change 
and the next few years should see 
a marvelous :ncrease in the manufac­ 
turing industries of the state. 
In 
the development of m anufac­ 
turing the fuel supply is probably 
the most im portant item and in this 
respect, Oklahoma is certainly fortu­ 
nate. We have probably more natu r­ 
al gas in sight than any other state 
in the union and only a very small 
portion of the 
probable 
producing 
field 
has been exploited. 
There is 
certainly enough gas to supply sev­ 
eral tunes the present demand for 
many years. The yield of petroleum 
usually outlasts that of the gas for 
many years and when this is ex-1 
hausted 
we have in reserve more* 
coal than any other 
state in the 
southwest. The U. S. geological sur­ 
rey estimates the available supply 
at

Oklahoma
